Fr«nch politics are still In a m uddle. 
The 
Im perialists are stirring up trouble w ith the 
C om m unist question in th e hope of gaining 
som e advantage therefrom . It is said they 
are seeking for the C om m unist am nesty and 
adopting o ther system s to catch the present 
dynasty. 
Rochefort seems still to be a thorn in the 
side of the French adm inistration 
Le Grange, theS uperinteudent of the Mint, 
was on the stand yesterday in the Spaulding 
trial. He knew Plnney as a m inister and be' 
lieved him honest. Le G range tried to shield 
8argent. 
Gold closed yesterday in New York at 112%. 
The coal m ines at lone, A m ador county, are 
being exam ined by a party of capitalists with 
a view of developing them if on inspection 
they appear wort hy of the out 1 ay. 
Dora Pedro has arrived in W ashington. 
The tornado in and around Chicago and vi­ 
cinity on 8aturday was very severe, even to 
th e e x te n t gf overturning a railroad train on 
th e Illinois Central railw ay. By this accident 
a num ber of prom inent citizens were serious­ 
ly injured. 
The fight between Blaine and Bristow for 
the C incinnati nom ination waxes warm , 
eith er faction of the paity claim ing th a t its 
cham pion has the best chances.

A ssassinations of C hristians continue in 
T urkey. In Salónica the French and G erm an 
ooosuls have been m urdered. Fighting was 
occasioned by the effort of the C hristians,w ho. 
under the counsel of the A m erican consul, 
attem pted to take a w,.»ld-be convert from 
th e T urkish quarters of Salónica. An effort 
has been m ade by the governm ent to punish 
th e offenders. A division of the French 
•quadron proceeds im m ediately to Salónica 
to protect th e C hristians. 


THE ANTI-CHINESE SENTIMENT. 


OUR neighbors in San Diego are re­ 
joicing over cool weather and bracing 
breezes. 


T h e City of N apa has voted against 
a subsidy t o a W ater Company, aud 
has saved the com m unity from a pro­ 
longed burden. 


T h e Democracy of San Diego, at 
the recent election of delegates turned 
out with unusual 
unanim ity 
and 
strength. Our neighbors appear to be 
in dead earnest this season. 


T h e San Francisco police are very 
•uccessful of late in looking up the 
Chinese gambling dens. 
On Thurs­ 
day last a very extensive establish­ 
ment was broken up and all of the 
tools captured. 


On Wednesday last, the House of 
Representatives gave the contested 
seat fromn Chicago, to L e M oyne, 
Democrat. The case has been very 
tedious and 11 is well th at it is at last 
settled. 
Mr. F a r w e l l takes a back 
seat. 


In consequence of the great depre­ 
ciation in silver during the last few 
years, the New York Chamber of Com­ 
merce has voted to call an interna­ 
tional convention for the purpose of 
arranging for the establishm ent of a 
common standard of coin values. 


St il l another reason for modera­ 
tion in discussing and dealing with 
the Chinese question is that any seri­ 
ous oui'ftreak or violence in this regard 
will injure our prospects in a financial 
point of view most materially, in that 
it will tend to destroy our insurance 
business, from the fact th a t the most 
natural logic of such an event will be 
to destroy all confidence in the securi­ 
ty of property. 
Hence it becomes ail 
property holders to m ake this a m at­ 
ter of personal concern, and see to it 
that the temper of the m eeting shall 
be controlled by the conservative ele­ 
m ent of our community. 


O ne of the strongest arguments in a 
hum anitarian point of view th at we 
can suggest, if it were necessary to 
make any appeal to the sense of pro­ 
priety of our fellow citizens upon the 
Chinese question, js th at the natural 
effect of a violent outbreak in the 
great cities of the coast will be to in­ 
cite a wild exhibition of brutality and 
bloodshed, which in C hina will fall 
upon the innocent beads of American 
residents there. 
Let us move in the 
matter with discretion and dignity. 
Let us regard our legal responsibili­ 
ties, and thus render our appeals to 
the Government the more potent, and 
the better entitled to respectful con­ 
sideration.

It cannot be denied that the feeling 
against the Chinese is increasing in 
intensity all over the State. 
The 
ebullition of feeling against the pres­ 
ence of the Mongolian has spread 
from San Francisco like a malady to 
every part of the Commonwealth, and 
in some instances has assumed a form 
of expression as disastrous in its effect 
upon the com m unity as it is disgrace­ 
ful to the civilization of the age. W ith 
all of the enlightenm ent th a t charac­ 
terizes the present era there exists in 
every large com m unity an unruly ele­ 
ment which when inflamed exhibits 
the worst features of hum anity, often 
in a most alarm ing and dangerous 
phase. There has been no topic before 
our people for m any a year th a t is so 
much calculated to awaken the strong­ 
est prejudices of the lower aud most 
uncontrollable classes as the antago­ 
nism of Chinese to American labor. 
The grievance is a serious one, and its 
existence is dam aging to the last de­ 
gree to the good morals of society. 
The action of the anti-Chinese clubs 
in man}’ localities in an effort to con­ 
tribute to the removal of the evil has 
been disgraceful and unwise in the 
extreme, inasmuch as it has been cal­ 
culated to induce arson, pillage and 
slaughter. Tl.e safety of com m unities 
has been jeopardized, both as to per­ 
son, life and property. Should these 
bad examples b« followed in San 
Francisco, and the argum ents of pas­ 
sionate and ill-advised orators at the 
clubs be carried out,there does not ex ­ 
ist within the reach of the civil au ­ 
thorities sufficient military power to 
put down riot, nor are there facili­ 
ties enough at the command of the 
Fire Department to prevent an enor­ 
mous conflagration, if not the entire 
destruction of the city. The police 
would 
be 
wholly powerless, and 
the 
most 
calamitous 
anarchy 
would reign for the hour, w ith most 
melancholy results. 
New York and 
Boston as well as Philadelphia have 
witnessed the result of fanatical coun­ 
sel to the ignorant and hot-headed, 
and four years ago we witnessed a 
transaction in the Chinese quarters of 
our own city that has left a m ark of 
disgrace upou our com m unity that 
can never be effaced. 
There were at 
least a dozen killed in the transaction 
we allude to, aud it was with the 
greatest difficulty that more serious 
damage was not done to property than 
did occur. In the daily papers in Los 
Angeles there Í9 an advertisement 
calling for apublic m eetingof citizens 
with a view to discuss the Chinese 
question from a general standpoint, 
and to consider the policy of forming 
anti-Chinese clubs in our county. We 
are a9 much disgusted with the condi­ 
tion of things th at the presence of 
the nuisance lias brought about in our I 
community 
as 
any 
one 
else, 
and 
while 
we 
most 
em phatic­ 
ally condemn the 
policy 
of 
the 
Government that brought such a cri­ 
sis upon us, for there the blame be­ 
longs, we do most emphatically con­ 
demn any measures that will be cal­ 
culated to inflame the passions of men, 
and trust that the action of the m eet­ 
ing this evening will evince a spirit of 
manliness and a regard for the fair 
fame of our com m unity that will pre­ 
vent a recurrence of such scenes as oc­ 
curred four years ago, and save the 
State and our county from a lasting 
disgrace. Let moderation and discre­ 
tion be the guide and no harm can 
ensue. 
If deemed proper to take any 
action in the premises, all th a t is nec­ 
essary or decorus, not to say prudent, 
will be to, in a dignified m anner, join 
in the general expression of regret at 
the preseuce of the Chinese in our 
midst, and join in a respectful appeal 
to Government for a legitimate abate­ 
m ent of the nuisance. 


The School Tax Defeated—W hy ? 


The following from the evening R e­ 
publican so exactly expresses our 
views as to the cause of the defeat of 
the school tax last Saturday, that we 
republish the article entire: 
Many causes combined to defeat the 
$25,000 special tax for school houses, 
aud we hope such a thing will never 
occur again. Some voted against it 
because the Board of Education last 
year were extravagant and kept their 
bocks and accounts in such a confused 
m anner that no one could tell any­ 
thing about their affairs. N ot a few vo­ 
ted no on account of Dr. Lucky’s con­ 
nection witli the schools and liis sup­ 
posed share in tbe extravagance and 
mismanagement of the past year. 
A 
large num ber voted no because the 
$25,000 tax was advocated by the eve­ 
ning organ of jobbery, which lias 
urged every municipal extravagance 
to the extent of swamping Los Ange­ 
les and plunging her irretrevably in 
debt. In short, the proposition to 
levy a special tax of $25,000 was slain 
in the house of its friends, and as lonir 
as the cause of education is edvocated 
and upheld by several self-appointed 
champions in whom the mass of vot­ 
ers have no confidence ju st so long 
will all efforts to issue bonds and levy 
special taxes be defeated. 
In the 
name of education and in behalf of 
the children deprived of school accom­ 
modations we trust these unpopular 
people will step down and out.
